At the B aptist church in the m orn ­ 
ing an d the C ongregational church 
in the evening Mr. Sam Fickel occu­ 
pied the hour of the serm on Sunday 
in prese n tin g in a clear and forcib le 
m a n n e r to the congregation the w ork 
of con fed erated churches of Illinois. 
H e said tha t while the churches stood 
outside the line of partisan politics, 
the present m ovem ent of the confed­ 
e ra tion was rightfully political in the 
sense tha t it dealt with a policy which 
deeply concerned the rights of 
the 
people. His address was not a te m ­ 
perance talk , not an attac k on the 
liquor traffic. He took it for gran ted 
tha t those questions had long since 
b een settled in the m inds of. his a ud ­ 
itors. B ut it was an appeal for a law 
tha t shall give the people a t large, 
in every county, town or voting pre ­ 
cinct the right to say a t the b allot 
b ox w hether or not tha t 
te rritory 
shall b e saloon or anti-saloon te rri­ 
tory; a law which shall ta k e 
the 
question of license out of the h a q / s ' ♦ 
of the county officials or city council- 
m en and place it directly in 
the 
han d s of the people. H e showed tha t 
the operation of such a law restric t­ 
ed the rights of no class of citizens, 
b ut m ight curtail the privileges of 
some, who, while engaged in the sa­ 
loon b usiness in m any cases rem ove 
the ir fam ilies to prohib ition 
te rr i­ 
tory for safety from the harm ful e f­ 
fects of the ir own trade. 
T he speak er show ed 
tha t t he 
b oasted pow er of the saloon elem ent 
lay not in its prepon d e ratin g w ealth 
or in its voting stren gth, b oth of 
which a re on the side of law’ and or­ 
d er; b ut tha t its power lay in consol­ 
idated union. Now tha t the churches 
are arousin g and un iting, politicians 
a re b eginning to trem b le. T he men 
who have system atically opposed the 
w ishes of the people whom they were 
sent to Springfield to represen t 
are 
trying to explain aw ay the ir crooked 
records. It is tim e, how ever, to trun 
these men down, said the speaker, 
and fill the ir places with men who 
can b e trusted to truely represen t the 
wishes of the great m ajority. 
T he speaker, in explaining 
the 
county clause in the proposed local 
option b ill, said tha t so long as it is 
proven tha t 8 0 to 8 5 per cent of the 
fa rm e r’s taxes is the result of the 
liquor traffic in the tow ns of 
the 
county, and so long as not a cent of 
the revenue derived from the m un i­ 
cipal license of the traffic goes to­ 
w ard reducing his taxes, he should 
have a voice in the disposal of the 
m a tte r as a county question. 
T he question in its presen t form 
is not one of partisan ship— it equa l­ 
ly affects m en of all parties or of no 
party ; it is a question of the people’s 
right to express in the only effective 
way the ir own wishes 
have nothing to fear from 
such a 
m easure. 
The only persons .who 
have any cause for apprehension are 
those who would oppose the will of 
the people.

It is not necessary to create sen ­ 
tim en t aga in st the saloon; that sen ti­ 
m ent is present, b ut w hat are
